To landsmen the mention of a s.-noking 


lamp had no more significance than a men- 
tion of thf Jack-of-the-Dust.

Upon the- smoking lamp the crew, 


including that mysterious adjunct of the 
paymaster'^ department, Jack-of-tbe- Dust, 
depend for a light for their pipes. Jack-of- 
the- Oust dives down into the depths of the 
hold and brings up the navy plug, which, 
being cut into bits and crumbled between 
the hands, is pot into a pipe and tired at 
tho smoking lamp. 


Tbe need for the smoking lamp arises 


from the necessity of guarding the ship to 
the utmost from danger of fire. Precau-. 
tions which Keem' ridiculous and unnecos-' 
sary to a landsman have been found by 
sad experience to be absolutely necessary 
on board a ship of war. The naval regu- 
lations provide severe punishment for any 


caught with matches on his i>er-

But it is not so with the ammunition. Ev- 
ery time a 13 inch gun is Ored off at full 
service charge the 1,100 pound projectile, 
backed by 500 pounds of powder, is hurled 
into tho sea. The powder costs $1 a pound 
•and1 the projectile about $200. Regular 
armor piercing projectiles, tho kind that 
ore employed in actual battle, when some 
lieuvily belted steel ship is to be ponetrat 
ed, are never used in target practice. They 
are too costly, and the samo results can be 
obtained with the cast iron or scmiarmor 
piercing type. Tho target practice, there- 
fore, while valuable in the results, is ex- 
pensive to the country. 


Regulations of the navy department re- 


quire that at two sea practices each yea* 
the ships shall be cleared for action and 
icon stationed as in actual battle, with 
neeessary'Officers, aids and quartermaster 
in conning tower and all other officers r.t 
their stations. Ammunition is supplied 
in the manner that would bo actually nec- 
essary in battle, and, cscopt in cases of 
emergency, orders shall be given by the 
means that would bo employed in battle. 


As often ns once each year the whole or 


part of the secondary battery allovnmcc 
for one sea practice is expended at eight, 
searchlights being USP<! to illuminate the 
target nnd disclose its presence s> that an 
accurate flro may be inuiutained. There 
are few sights more inspiring anil brilliant 
than a great fleet performing evolutions at 
night and using the powerful searchlights 
in picking Up the little white target as it 
bobs about on tho undulating waves. The

Bakeries That Produce Kcthlne Else acd 


Sell to Wholesalers Only. 


Dotigiint-rs, cs every housewife knows, 


are raised with yeast, and crullers are not. 
For doughnuts a spOujfe is made In a 
doughnut and cruller bakery at 9 a. in. 
The time required for the sponge to rise 
depends somewhat 011 the seaso'n and the 
tcjnperatrarc 
It is made to rise at ti uni- 


form time by keeping ic where it is warm 
in v inter and by tho use of cold water 
and cold milk in summer. More flour and 
the spices and ether ingredients arc liaised 
in at 1 o'clock, and the dough is then left 
to stand until 4 p. m., when it is rolled 
out and cut up into pieces that will be 
doughnuts when cookoJ. Thus cut out 
they are laid along in boxes or trays and 
raised again for an hour or an hour and a 
half, autl then thoy arc cooked. 


The doughnuts arc laid oil wire holders, 


which jvro submerged in boiling fat or oil. 
When done, they are lifted out tvnd drained 
and are then ready for salo. 
Donjdinats 


are made of different shapes, and thcro are 
soino variations uiatlo 0:1 doughnut stock. 
Thcro are, for instance, doughnuts n:»clc 
with an oponing in them which is tHlwl 
with jelly, and thoro arc variations on the 
cruller—as, for example, OBO rande with 
an icing or frosting—those several varia- 
tions having each a name of its ov> n 


When the various ingredients of .which 


crullers aro made have been made into 
dough, tho dongh is rolled oat, and the 
crullers are cut from tho sheets They ara 
picked up separately and the crossbars* 
deftly twistftl in and out, facilitating tlio 
perfect cooking and giviug'tno cruller ;U. 
old timo familiar form and appearance 
Crullers are cooked in the sumo way as 
doughnuts. 


Doughnuts and crullers are made in 


many bakeries that make bread and cake 
and other things for thuir own rctiul tr.ulo 
There are ,it least four bakeries in the 
city that ruako nothing but doughnuts 
and crullers, soiling to bakeries nnd res- 
taurants at wholesale only.—Xuw York 
Sun.

of Ecclesiastical TJse. 


The women wear dark blue skirts and 


red. stockings, with shoes which turn "up 
at the toes, embroidered sleeveless blouse, 
and a great sleeveless upper garment, open 
in front nnd descending to the ankles. 
They have always a white or a red hand- 
kerchief tied over the head and under the 
chin. Speaking of dress, we made a most 
interesting discovery in ancient ecclesias- 
tical costume. 
Those who are learned ia 


the history of ecclesiastical dress 'know 
that the''dalmatic," or peculiar robe of 
the "-deacon," was originally tho distinc- 
tive dross of the Dalmatian peasant and 
that just as the frieze coat of the Irish, 
peasant became tbe modern "ulster" so 
the Roman fashionable tailors, urged 
thereto by that young scamp, the Emperor 
Holiogabalus, took the idea of a "novelty" 
from the Dalmatian peasant dress and 
produced ths garment called the "dal- 
matic " 


Ii was a fe-st fashionable Roman article 


of dress, then it came to be a portion of 
the distinctive consular and senatorial 
eostu-.no, and at last was appropriated by 
the clergy, who, with their conservative 
instincts, persisted in wearing it when its 
origin had been long forgotten. 
These 


learned persons^ however, do not seem to 
know that the old original *• dalmatic" is 
still worn "in a remote part of Dalmatia. 
Y\*e wore greatly excited when we first saw 
it on women coming into the market at 
Spalato. It is now an upper robe, open in 
front, coming down to the middle of tho 
thigh and with a short slit at the thigh. 
It has long, wide sleeves. It looks exactly 
like tlie clerical garment that is figured in 
the oldest pictures of clerical dress. We 
were told that the wearers were women of 
Clissa, a little upland village wbicb is 
perched on the rocks at the top of the 
mountain pass leading from -the ancient 
SaloEa over tho mountain range.—Good

"Than I 
resolved never more to burn thus cruelly 
poor men with gunshot wounds."

ing a clock that has been tinkered by ama- 
teurs,'' explained a Vatch repairer to a re- 
porter, "and they would rather get out of 
such a job if they can do so, for the Inss of 
one of tho smallest parts means consider- 
able, work to reproduce it, and much more 
work than the general customer expects 
or wants to pay for. They try to get rid 
of such a job when they can, for in nine 
cases out of ten tho result is not entirely 
satisfactory. 
People who have a good 


clock, unless they know something about 
tbo way clocks are jiiado and how they 
should be taken apart, will do the wise 
thing to let it alone when it gets out of 
order. 
Experimenting with it 
often 


means the ruin of the clock. "It is abso- 
lutely dangerous to try to unwind a main 
spring, a? roon havo discovered for them- 
selves, unless tho proper tools aro handy 
Now, 
a cloak repairer hits a contrivance 


known as a spring controller, which grasps 
tho spring and holds it while being taken 
out or put into tho clock, so that there is 
no danger. 
Tho spring for an eight day 


clock is often t~o yards long, and v%hon 
suddenly lot frea it flics out with nearly 
the force of a charge of shot from a gun.— 
Washington Star.

Tho long 
chops cost less by tho pound, but really 
aro not so cheap, since tho fkmi: picse adds 
to the weight without giving any moro 
eatable meat.

B. Conn til I disallowed and the ciaiai 
of Benjamin Atwell, which was for 
damages suffered by him' caused by 
reason of a bead in tht sewer in front 
•>f hts property. The city had been 
notified several times during the p<t--t 
two years of tbe defect in tbe sewer and 
ha 3 failed to nuke the necessary re- 
pairs, and at my suggestion tho claim 
was fettled for forty eight dollars aud 
fourteen ce^pts, which was the amount 
it cost to repair tbe damage to Mr. At- 
well's property. All the suits in which 
the city was a party have been disposed 
of as follows: 


Julia A. Ham vs. City of Portsmouth 


was referred to three arbitrators by the 
city council, at my suggestion, to place 
s fair value on the land through which 
tbe eewer.was laid, and tbe city pur- 
chase tbe same at their price and re- 
ceive therefor a warranty deed. 
The 


arbitrators 
reported that Mrs Ham 


ougbt to bave seven bundred dollars for 
tbe land, provided she had a right t f 
way tnrongb "Willow lane," so-called, 
which is the easterly boundary of said 
land, and six bnndred dollars if said 
right of way did not exist. This ques- 
tion was tried before a referee, appoint- 
ed by the court, and owing to the sick- 
ness of Mrs. Ham's counsel during the 
last term of court I have been unable 
to make a final disposition of tbis case. 


The" claim of Gray & Prime was set- 


tled according to tbe report of the 
referee, who allowed them tbe face of 
their bill, with costs. 


Portsmouth Brewing company vs. 


City of Portsmouth was settled by the 
assessors of taxes by giving them an 
abatement of their t=x. Tnis case was 
settled after the city had been sued and 
without my knowledge. At this time J 
am glad to report tb*t tbe city is prac- 
tically free from litigation. Dunne tbe 
past year a large number of complaints 
aud \varrants have been issued and 
prosecuted for the police department,

j Daring Exploration of the Crater of Tmel 


by Dr. Kane, tbe Arctic Hero. 


Professor Charles \P. Shields writes of 


"Tho Arctic Monument Named For Ten- 
nyson by Dr. Kane" and incidentally gives 
a sketch of the latter in The Centnry. 
Professor Shields says: 


Ic was at Luzon, the largest of the Phil- 


ippine islands, that his adventurous spirit, 
though under a scientific impulse, passed 
the limits of prudence In his far famed es- 
ploration of the crater of Tael, a volcano 
on the Pacific coast of the island, in a 
region inhabited only by savages. 
Cross- 


ing over to the capital city of the island 
during one of the long delays of Chinese 
diplomacy, he procured an escort of na- 
tives from the archbishop of Manilla (by 
means of letters from American prelates 
which he had secured before leaving home), 
and, in company with his friend Baron 
Loe, a relative of Metternich, penetrated 
the country to the asphaltic lake in which 
the island volcano is situated. Both gen- 
tlemen at first descended together until 
they reached a precipice overhanging the 
cavernous gulf of the crater, when the 
baron saw further progress to be impossi- 
ble. But the doctor, in spite of the re- 
monstrances of the whols party, insisted 
upon being lowered over the ledge by 
means of a rope made of bamboos and held 
in the hands of the natives, under the 
baron's directions, until he reached the 
bottom, 200 feet below. 


Loosing'himself from the cord, be forced 


his way downward through the sulphur- 
ous vapors, over the hot ashes, to the 
green boiling lake, dipped his specimen 
bottle into its waters, returned to the rope, 
several times stumbling, almost stafled 
and with, one of his boots charred to a 
coal, but succeeded in again fastening 
himself and was hauled up by his assist- 
ants and received into their hands ex- 
hausted and almost insensible. Bemedies 
brought from the neighboring hermitage 
were applied, and he was so far restored 
that they could proceed on their journey. 


But rumors spread before them, among 


tho pygmy savages on the island of the 
profane invasion which had been made 
into the mysteries of the Tael, and an 
angry mob gathered about them, Which 
was only dispersed by one or two pistol 
shots and the timely arrival of the padres. 
The trophies of this expedition were some 
valuable mineral specimens, a bottle of 
sulphur water, a series of graphic views, 
from recollection, in his sketchbook, and 
a written description of the volcano by one 
of the friars, which, after many wander- 
ings, was put in his hands as he sat at the 
home dinner table IS years afterward.

Rats on Ironclads.

The case of the rat is typical of the value 
of brain power. Routine, which is the 
Casual condition of animal existence, does 
nbt exist for them.

Ship rats have survived the era of steam 


and steel and only recently-thrived so suc- 
cessfully in a big ironclad that they made 
her majesty's ship Colossus almost unin- 
habitable. House rats have learned how 
to cope with gas fittings, lead pipes, brick 
drains and cement floors. "Sewer rats" 
have made themselves a name coeval with 
modern urban sanitation, and others are 
now learning to livo in "cold stores" and 
eat chilled meat and game in an atmos-

the Lee Rifles. 


Since 1S90 tho regulation rifle of tho 


United States army, supplanting the for- 
jner weapon, tho Springfield rifle, has been 
the Krag-Jorgensen magazine rifle. 
It 


was adopted upon the recommendation of 
a board composed of Lieutenant Colonols 
E. H. Hull and J. P. Farley, Major H. D. 
Freeman and Captains S. E. Blonnt and 
George S, Anderson. The result of one of 
the tests in competition with other weap- 
ons follows: 


For accurate aim the Lee showed 49 


shots in two minutes, the Krag-Jorgensen 
83, the Springfield >\o. 1, 36, and the 
Springfield No. 2, 35. In the firing at will 
for one minute the results were as follows: 
Lee, 28; Krag-Jorgensen, 28; Springfield 
Ko. 1, 24 and Springfield 2Co. 2, 17 shots. 


Upon the results of tho tests, approved 


by General Schofield, the general com- 
manding the army, the Krag-Jorgensen 
was adopted. It has a magazine chamber 
for five cartridges, which can be dropped 
by the simple pull of a bolt. It is possible 
to load single cartridges and fire one after 
another, reserving those in the magazine 
for time of . need, when the five shots can 
be fired without pausing to reload. The 
cartridges are of an alloy of tin and lead 
in a steel case. In passing through flesh 
and bone or any solid substance they make 
only a small wound, but in semifluid mat- 
ter they explode, so that a man shot in the 
intestines or brain is practically blown to 
pieces. The reason for this property of the 
bullets has never been .satisfactorily ex- 
plained. 


The gun the marines are armed with is 


the Lee rifle, a magazine gun, with a cali- 
ber of .236 inches. Its range for point 
blank firing is between 600 and 700 yards. 
Smokeless powder is used with it, and a 
hardened lead bullet, which has a copper 
jacket plated with tin. .The gun has a 
magazine for five cartridges, which are 
put in at once, being fastened together 
with a rnetal clip.- The gun can be used 
for firing and reloading after each shot or 
the five shots can be fired in quick succes- 
sion, and the gun reloaded with ilvo more 
while it is at the shoulder. The chief ad- 
vantage claimed for it is that the cartridge 
Chamber can be opened by a straight pull 
and without turning up the gun. The 
gun without tho bayonet is almost four 
feet long and weighs eight pounds and six 
ounces. The bayonet adds about eight 
inches to tha length and a pound to the 
weight. 
The cartridge is about three 


inches long, and 180 rounds weigh eight 
pounds six ounces.—New York Tribune.

Bees and Trees.

Has science made enongh prepress to 


enable us to get an idea of what destiny is 
reserved for the earth ami its inhabitants? 
There are, in fact, scientific data sul!i- 
c'.ently accurate for us to reason upon and 
from which to draw inSVrpnees that, should 
not bs taxed with hardihood or temerity. 
[ wish to describe briefly hers the way in 
which scientists expect, tho cna of the 
world to take placn. 


"According to the ideas or astronomers, 


the earth was detached from the eohir 
nebula, and after being a 'miniature sun' 
was condensed by cooling. Losing its heat 
by radiation in space, tha fiery globe he- 


covered with a solid, dark ernst. 


The solid layer then acted as a barrier to 
tho radiation of the molten mass beneath, 
for rock has feeble conductive power. The 
sun, then, is the sole source of heat, that 
has supported and that yet supports tho 
terrestrial surface. On tne formation of 
the solid crust the water vapor diffused 
throughout the atmosphere condensed lit- 
tlo by littlo, and water accumulated in 
the first depressions of the surface. Thus 
were formed tho first oceans, in which life 
was soon to manifest itsolf iii the most 
rudimentary organized forms. VThilo these 
forms went on to develop into moro per- 
fect types, distributed uniformly over tha 
globe, the cooling of the earth continued. 
Foldings resulting from • its contraction 
appeared on the surface, and its internal 
activity showed itself at intervals in vari- 
ous regions in the form of volcanic erup- 
tions. 


The earth's profile thus became more 


accentuated by the elevation of mountains 
and tho lowering of tho first oceanic de- 
pressions. It is probable that vegetation 
then appeared on the first continents, whose 
temperature must havo been tropical. 


"But the outline of the surface did not 


depend solely on the contraction of the 
earth's crust, but also on erosion, duo to 
atmospheric agencies. \Vhile tbe contrac- 
tion by lateral folding or vertical depres- 
sion of layers raised or lowered consider- 
able portions of our planet, erosion pro- 
duced an inverse effect, since by the action 
of rain, ice and variation of temperature 
it disintegrated the rocks and reduced 
them to powder, which it transported and 
heaped up in tho depressions of tho crust. 
Consequently contraction • accentuates or 
at least preserves in one form or another' 
the relief of tho surface, which denudation 
is working to obliterate. 
" In tho course of geological tiina con1 


traction formed mountain chains. The 
first mountains, which-were as high as 
those of today, have in great part disap- 
peared by erosion. There remain only 
fragments, which the study of geology 
alone enables us to identify. 


"As cooling continued, climates became 


differentiated, and to the lower plants and 
the invertebrate animals succeeded higher 
forms—fishes, reptiles, birds, mammals 
and finally man. The human species hud 
not yet appeared on tho earth when tho 
Pyrenees, tho Alps, the Carpathians and 
the Himalayas wero formed. 
These are a 


part of the same mountain chain whose 
relief is in-great degree preserved, because 
it is the most recent chain and the action 
of time has altered it least. 
As long as 


contraction shall continue there will be 
mountain chains, a very accentuated re- 
lief, continental masses and consequently 
an easy flowing of waters to tho sea 
But 


when by cooling tho cru^t shall become 
sufficiently thick and solid to prevent 
lateral folding, mountains will no longer 
bo formed, and then, as denudation alone 
will act, it will level the snrfaco little by 
little. Then by tho partial filliug of tho 
oceanic basins, by tho greater and greater 
difficulty of flow, duo to lack of slope, of 
water toward tho sea, the continental mass 
will bo divided by channels of greater or 
less size into truo archipelagoes. At thia 
time thero will be on tho earth no moro 
water surface than at present, but this 
water will be differently distributed. 


"Nothing shows that at this period for 


in the future life will be impossible on the 
earth. Nevertheless,"although tho essen- 
tial elements of air and water will not be 
lacking, cold will certainly bring about a 
change in tho character of life, and a par- 
tial disappearance ot living creatures from 
its surface. 


"M. Dollo, tho learned Brussels profess- 


or, from whom wo tako somo passages in 
this article, asks whether somo other 
planet may not havo already reached the 
stage that wo havo just predicted for our 
globe. Thoro is ono, in fact—tho planet 
Mara, of our own solar system." 


Tho author goes on to point out that wo 


find on Mara iirchlpolagoes liko these ho 
has just described, consisting of small land 
masses separated by water (1 ho so called 
"canals"). Ho goes on still further: 


"After tho earth shall have reached tha 


phase represented today by Mara what 
will become of it? lustood of consisting of 
a crust and a fluid nucleus it will bo com- 
pletely solid. It will then absorb Into its 
crovloos the whole of its air and its water. 
This will easily occur, for experience 
Bhov.-s that for this it will bo sufficient tov 
bo only one-third us porous and only one 
hundredth afi full of fissures as tho granites 
that are now traversed by millions of 
reins of harder rock. 
Those fissures, 


which can no longoi- bo filled with molten 
rock from tho depths of tho earth, will bo 
occupied by water. If lifo has not already 
censed by this time, U will then bo no 
longer possible. 


"And 
after this? Afterward tho fissures 


will increase as tho mass contracts further, 
itid tlio cnrth, crackixl, dislocated and 
finally broken In pieces, will rush through 
space ft« a ghowor of meteorites. 


"Tho fissures observed on tho moon's 


Rnrfaao and tho meteorites that fall on our 
Kloho onahlo us to bcllovo in such a futuru 
itato for tho earth. 


"Such, brielly summed up. nrothoHorlos 


of phitscn through which our-globe has 
nawod nnd probably will puss."—Literary 
bigefit.

But It Contains 5l!irll)oronsli'» Re- 


port of tlie Battle ol Blenheim. 
Among tho historical treasures of Blen- 


heim house is a slip of paper on which are 
scribbled a dozen lines in pencil. Those 
lines wero written by the JDuke of Marl- 
borough at tho closa of tbo fierce death 
wrestle at Blenheim. The tumult of bat- 
tle was rolling westward, where French 
and Bavarians wero in disordered retreat, 
with Marlborough's cavalry riding fiercely 
on their rear. The smoke of the great 
fight yet hung black in the heavens. Tho 
slopes of the hills to the right, where 
Princo Eugene had four times over made 
his fiery onset and the marshy plain in 
the center whero Marlborough himself by 
a cavalry charge worthy of Murat—8,000 
cavalry joined in ono furious onset of gal- 
loping hoofs'—had broken through tha 
French contor, were strewn with nearly 
30,000 killed and wounded. But Karl- 
borough, with the rapture of the great 
fl^hK still dancing in his blood, pulled up 
his horso on ono of the littlo rustic bridges 
across tho Schwanbuch and scribbled theso 
dozen lines to his imperious and bitter 
tempered wife in London to tell her of tho 
groat ovenb. 


Marlborough apparently borrowed tha 


scrap of paper from some member of his 
staff, for en tho back of it are tho faded 
items of a tavern bill. He used the parapet, 
of the bridge for a writing desk. Ho had 
boon 17 hours in tho saddle, most of that 
time riding ill the very heart of one of the 
greatest battles in all history, yet tho firm 
shape of the letters is a curious testimony 
to that serenely unshakable temperament' 
which'was Mariboropgh's most striking 
characteristic. This scrap of paper, tavern 
bill on ouo sido, martial dispatch on tho 
other, with its few linos scribbled on the 
parapet of a Gorman bridge, is the record 
of ono of tho greatest victories In British 
history, a victory that has profoundly af- 
fected tho development of the British em- 
pire.—Cornhill Magazine.

A broom is fit only for tho removal of 


coarso dust or litter. In carpets of deep 
pile its penetrating bristles often carry in 
more dust than is brought out. If used to 
dislodge and scatter tho particles of dust, 
tho carpet should be promptly gone over 
with cloths that are slightly dampened to 
catch and hold tbe loosened particles. 


The fcjithor duster has no use in the 


cleaning process, except to dislodge from 
high placea and unreaohable walls and 
corners tbo dust, which must then bo 
gathered and burned. Sanitary teachers 
insist even that dust cloths are not only j 
to bo thoroughly washed and rinsed in 
boiling water, but should be dried in the 
sunshine as often as possible. 


In accordance with thia principle, that 


the disinfecting properties of the sun are 
necessary for absolute cleanliness, is the 
claim made by some laundries that linen 
Bone to them to bo washed is sun dried.— 
Now York Post.

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THE CUBAN QUESTION. 


President Determined to Have 


It Settled. ^^ 


EITE18ESSIOI SEEMS HE VTT1BLE

Washington, Feb. 7. — Quite unexpect- 


edly a flood of light has been shed oa

S«oatorc and representatives who are 


dodging the question -went to the White 
House to protest against the action of 
General Leonard Wood in sending for 
the leaders of the Cnban convention and 
nrgioc them to hurry op the constitution, 
so that it might reach congress at an 
e*riy date. They went away gloomy 
and" thoughtful. 
They had hoped the 


president would tell them General Wood 
bad acted without authority. To their 
agtonisament Mr. McKinley informed 
them, with great candor that General 
Wood had been merely obeying orders 
from Washington. 


To tie congressional dodgers this 


meant much that was disquieting. They 
are seeking to avoid an extra session and 
evade responsibility on this all absorbing 
question. 
They have been seeking to 


persuade toe president to let the Cuban 
matter zest and had hoped that they had 
made Borne progress. Mr. McKinley's 
prompt avowal of General Wood's ac- 
tion showed them clearly that the ad- 
ministratkm at least sees the work map- 
ped out for the American people, pro- 
poses having it done and is actually hur- 
rying the matter to an issue. They now 
look for no change in the attitude of the 
president; and indeed every expression 
heard in administration circles tends to 
the conviction that Mr. McKinley in- 
tends to press the matter on congress, 
even to the extent of seriously displeas- 
ing his advisers in the senate. 


Illustrative of this is a frank state- 


ment made yesterday afternoon by a 
member of the cabinet who is simply 
saturated with facts bearing upon the 
Cuban situation. He is also one author- 
ized to speak. 


E««h Looking For light. 


"It is evident,'1 said this man, "that the 


Cuban .constitution makers do not want 
to determine the question of foreign rela- 
tions. 
They want to know what we 


want. They think the matter of relations 
•with, the United States should not go into 
the constitution. They think that matter 
should be determined afterward. 


"We hare WfA them that we should 


like to know what they desire. The is- 
land belongs to them. It is their country. 
The constitution may take such shap<» 
that it will be in consonance with the tra- 
ditional policy of the United States, and 
the president can take action without the 
aid of congress. At the same time, this 
is an extremely important matter, and I 
would not like to predict that action will 
b« taken by the president without the 
whole question being laid before congre««. 


"One thing is perfectly clear. It is a 


matter that must be immediately deter- 
mined. We do not know what their con- 
stitution will be like. There is an anti- 
Gomez provision over which the Cubans 
are divided, and there are other reserva- 
tions that will have to be considered 
finally in the convention. 


"The United States naturally has inter- 


ests in the island which require it to act 
on the constitution. This is a duty which 
it owes not only to itself and Cuba, but 
to foreign governments as well. We do 
not propose to deliver Cuba iuto the 
hand* of a mob. We will not turn it over 
to anything but a government capable of 
preserving peace and order, and the con- 
stitution will show what the character of 
the proposed government i< likely to be. 


"Members of the senate have said that 


if the president went ahead and forced 
the Cuban question at an extra session 
he might awake some fine morning and 
discover that congress had passed a reso- 
lution indorsing the Cubau constitution 
as framed, advising the Cubans to go 
ahead and form tbeir government and in- 
structing the president to withdraw from 
Cuba all the American forces and all 
semblance of American authority. 


"This threat will not cause the presi- 


dent to change his policy. That is u re- 
sponsibility that rests upon congress. ]f 
congress turned Cuba adrift, it would 
have to answer for it afterward."

Muskogee, I. T., Feb. 7.—Crazy Snake 


and 17 light hoi-semen have secured coun- 
sel to defend them in the coining trial. 
They have asked that trial be given tit 
once and say that they can furnish uny 
amount of bail.

Numerous alleged semiofficial statements 
were put forwaid, but these coald not be 
traced back to the principals in the deal. 
According to these reports J. Pierpont 
Morgan is at the h^ad or a syndicate 
which contemplates the organization of a 
mammoth steel combine to include the 
Federal Steel company, the National 
Steel company, the. Steel Hoop company, 
the Sheet Stotl company, the American 
Steel and Wire company and the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company. The consensus 
ol opinion among bankers and brokers 
seemed to be that what Andrew Carnegie 
had really done was to sign a contract to 
deliver Ms stock holdings in the Carnegie 
company to J. P. Morgan & Co. All 
statements as to the price to be paid bj 
Mr. Morgan and the business men asso- 
ciated with him in tbe transaction appear 
to be mere idle speculation. 


Some Doubters. 


Some business men who in the natural 


order of things would not be particularly 
friendly to a huge combination of this 
character did not hesitate to call atten- 
tion, to the fact that in tho spring of 
1S99 there were1 very positive rumors 
that control of the great Carnegie inter- 
ests was to be transferred and that an 
option had actually been begun by Mr. 
Carnegie. 
Nevertheless the deal fell 


through. 
It is claimed that Mr. H. C. 


Frick and men associated 
with him 


actually paid at that time $1.000,000 in 
cash to bind the bargain aud that failing 
to-secure the necessary capital Mr. Car- 
negie profited by this particular trans- 
action to the extent of $1,000,000. It 
was claimed by these men that ihe pnr- 
cha&e could have been effected at that 
time at a lower scale of prices and that 
$50,000,000 in cash only would have 


eii necessary, whereas a considerable 


amount of capital would be needed 
now. 
On the other hand, interests in 


Wall street friendly to Mr. Morgan did 
not hesitate to call attention to the fact 
:hat conditions have materially changed 


the last two years, that this is the day 


of big things and that the men now re- 
ported to be anxious to secure control of 
:he Carnegie interest are vastly stronger 
in the world of finance than the men who 
planned the great steel combination two 
years a"£o. 


All reports seem to indicate, hawever. 


that Mr. Carnegie has obtained a higher 
price for his stock than was indicated 
in the proposed great steel combina^S?v 
of 1S99. 
llailroad and steel experts ac- 


counted for this in two ways. 
First, 


that the price of stocks in general and 
steel stocks in. particular had advanced 
during the two years. Second, that Mr. 
Carnegie, having secured an independent 
railroad line from his plants in western 
Pennsylvania to Lake Erie and having 
undertaken large operations in connec- 
tion with the town and the harbor of 
Conneaut, in Ashtabula county, O.. and 
aaving planned an independent railroad 
through southern Pennsylvania to tide- 
water a^ well, was in a position to ask

The hole is quickly 


drilled, the small blast is made, jusc loos- 
ening tho rocfc, and all eagerly crowd 
around as one of the men with his picl? 

There it lies, 
a black, glittering mass nine or ten Inches | 
across its face, 3 or 4 inches thick and ir- 
regular in shape, as all blocks of znica are. 
A good sized block, if solid and of a per- 
fect cleavago will bo worth several dol- 
lars.

The average cost for making 


and delivering them is from 55 to §o and 
$10 per thousand. As every largo patent 
medicine establishment now has it= own 
printing department, the co't of making 
almanacs is reduced to a minimum. 


The astronomical portions of tbo al- 


manac, including the weather predictions, 
signs of the zodiac, changes of the moon, 
and so on, are prepared by soJne astron- 
omer. A certain astronomer in Massa- 
chusetts has made a specialty of doing 
this work for patent medicine firms lor 
years. Ho charges $3fl fnr preparing the 
astronomical letterpress for one year's al- 
manac.—Chautauquan.

"The telegraph has got back to where it ^ 


started as a science and revolutionized the 
world," explained a prominent telegraph 
line constructor, "in the matter of copper 
\\ ire.. In all of the experiments made by 
Professor Morse, the inventor, as well as 
those by Professor Henry, who so ably sec- 
onded him Iu developing the science, cop- 
per wire was used. The day following tha 
sending of the original message between 
this city and Baltimore, 'What God hattv 
wrought,x the wires broke down, and for 
some weeks there was no communication, 
in an electrical way at least. Contraction 
and expansion had not been provided for, 
and as a result down fell the wires. 


"All kinds of excuses were made and all 


kinds of methods were used to keep the> 
wires in working order, but theywere nofc 
gratifyingly successful. The result of tha 
investigations then made was that iron, 
wire was the most reliable, taking all the 
circumstances and conditions of temper- 
ature into consideration, and iron wira 
supplanted the copper wire, notwithstand- 
ing the protest of Morse. One of tha 
greatest difficulties in the usa of Iron wir» 
was the rapidity with which it was cut by 
rusting. In 15 years or so this was rem- 
edied by the process of galvanizing tha 
wiro, which gave it twice or three tlme» 
its life by preserving the wire from oxida- 
tion.'' When the telephone came into extensive 
use, even more difficulty was experienced, 
with iron wire. Of course every one'fcnew 
iron wire was not aE good a conductor as 
copper, but those who had studied tha 
matter also knew that copper wire would, 
moro easily break in consequence of tha 
contractions produced by the changes to, 
temperature. The only thing remaining 
to be done was to make a copper wire 
which, would not be so sensitive to th» 
weather. This was done in time, and to- 
day all the trunk lines for telephones aw» 
copper, without which long distance tele- 
phoning would be impracticable, as iroa 
wires could not be used for any extended 
distances."—Washington Star.
